NEW YORK (NJP)—Efforts 
by Dr. Nahum Goldmann to cre- 
ate a world Jewish body came 
under severe _ criticism by 
American Jewish Committee 
leadership at their 51st annual 
meeting here. Committee presi- 
dent Irving Engel and honorary 
president Joseph M. Proskauer 
emphatically reiterated Commit- 
tee philosophy that there be no 
one voice for either American 
Jewry or world Jewry. 

The Committee leadership 
indicated much concern over the 
domination of American fund- 
raising and the disbursements 
of those funds by those who 
would have one voice for the 
Jewish community binding all 
minority views by a majority 
vote.

WALTHAM, Mass. (NJP)— 
DR. ABRAM SACHAR, Brandeis 
University president, was sharp- 
ly criticized this week by The 
Justice, student newspaper, for 
authorizing the scheduling of 
of classes on the second and 
eighth days of Sukkot. ‘ 

Charging that “university offi- 
cials developed that pitiable form 
of anti-semitism — self-hatred,” 
the paper’s editorial, entitled 
“Self-Respect,” declared that 
university policy seems more 
concerned for the rights of 
the Christian minority than the 
Jewish majority” at the unl- 
versity. 

“Three Chapels may have sat- 
Iisfied the disturbing feeling of 
inadequacy of others, but to us 
they are a ludicrous sham if 
they are forced to compete dur- 
ing religious holidays with non- 
sectarian class hours,” it added. 

“HERE IF NOWHERE clse on 
the academic scene, the Jewish 
student should not be made to 
feel an outsider, forced to con- 
form to the demands of the 
Christian world,” the editorial 
said. 

President Sachar’s explanation 
of the administration decision 
was that failure to hold classes 
on the two days would destroy 
the beginning of the academic 
year. 

“WHO ARE WE to be more 
holy than the Israelis?” he asked, 
referring to the fact that the 
second and eighth days of Suk- 
kot are not observed in Israel. 

He added, however, that no 
examinations or major work 
would be given on these days so 
that observant students would 
not be punished for their reli- 
gious beliefs, 

MEANWHILE, speaking at a

CCNY Acts to 
Avert Conflict 
On Shavuot

NEW YORK (NJP)—The City 
College of New York Admin- 
istration took steps today to 
avoid a conflict over the sched- 
uling of final examinations on 
the last day of Shavuot. 

Finals begin on May 26, the 
last day of the Jewish holiday. 


ALTHOUGH registrar Robert 
Taylor declined to reschedule 
the examinations, he permitted 
Orthodox Jewish students to file 
applications for special end-term 
tests, 

Taylor refused to postpone the 
finals since such a_ change 
“would necessitate a new date 
for graduation exercises.” 





According to the registrar, a 
delay in the commencement cer- 
emonies would “hinder CCNY 
students seeking employment.” 


“THE STUDENTS would 
have to compete with graduates 
of other colleges, who have fin- 
ished earlier,” he asserted. 


Rabbi Arthur Zuckerman of 
the Hillel House at CCNY first 
brought the situation to the at- 
tention of the administration 
through a letter to president 
Buell G. Gallagher. Dr. Gal 
lagher instructed the registrar 
to allow individual undergradu- 
ates “to shift their examina- 
tion program if they feel com-

New Bombings 
Held Work of 


‘Underground’

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (NJP) 
—An _ interstate underground 
using the integration issue as a 
front for sowing seeds of bigotry 
and hate in the . S. was 
blamed by Harry H. Cohen, Jew- 
ish War Veterans state com- 
mander, for the bombing of the 
Jewish center and a Negro 
school here. 

Damage to the school was es- 

timated at $2,000. One blast 
buckled the side of a garage 
near the Jewish center, and 
smashed windows and a _ wall 
there, 
_ Governor Leroy Collins prom- 
ised “the full force of all gov- 
ernment agencies will unite in a 
relentless effort to arrest and 
convict the hoodlums.” 

FBI intervention was urged 
by all authorities, 

Rabbi Sidney Lefkowitz of 
the Temple here said he, too, 
had received threatening letters. 
He said he knows: of no reason 
for the bombings or the threats. 
Racial integration has not been 
an issue in Jacksonville, he said. 


Klan Blamed 


MONTICELLO, N. Y. (NJP) 
—Rabbi Sanders Kofeld of the 
bombed Jacksonville Jewish 
Center, attributed the bombing 
to “dissident elements within the 
Klan vying for power who feel 
they will gain leadership by a 
violent action.” 

The rabbi, reached at the 
Rabbinical Assembly convention 
here, was told by congregation 
president Burton Grossman by 
phone, that synagogue activity 
is back to normal. Kindergar- 
ten classes are fully attended. 

Rabbi Kofeld was pleased with 
reaction of state and local of- 
ficials who condemn the bomb- 


ing. “This proves there was no 
popular support for the _ vio- 
lence.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (NJP) 
—A study of American business 
firms yielding to the pressure of 
Arab boycott threats, and many 
of the companies which they 
own partly or mainly has been 
made by a young Mooresville, 
Indiana man, Herbert Adler. 
ADLER’S RESEARCH, made 
entirely from sources available 
to the public, reveals for the 
first time the names of many 
companies which can be linked 


to the primary firms already 
identified as yielding to the 
Arabs. 

British - American Tobacco 


Company, American Express 
Company, and Arabian ‘Ameri- 
can Oil Company, are three of 
the firms already named by Is- 
raeli sources, and by the book, 
“Bigotry and Blackmail,” re- 
cently released by the presidents 
of 17 major United States Jew- 
ish organizations. 

British-American Tobacco op- 
erates a wholly owned subsidiary 
in the United States, Brown and 
Williamson, of Louisville, Ky. 
They produce Viceroy, Kool, 
Raleigh and Life cigarettes, and 
Sir Walter Raleigh pipe tobacco. 

AMERICAN EXPRESS owns 
100 per cent of Wells- Fargo 
Armored Service Corp. of New 
York, which engages in armored 
car and vault services under the 
Wells-Fargo name. 

American Express has an in- 
terest in Cluett-Peabody and 
Co. of New York, Adler discov- 
ered. He said he was unable to 
determine the amount of this 
interest. 

CLUETT-PEABODY’S five di- 
visions include the Arrow Divi- 
sion, Troy New York, which 
makes Golden Arrow and Arrow 
dress shirts and ties and Arrow 
handkerchiefs and underwear 
for men. Other Arrow divisions 
at Troy, at New York and Sham- 
okin, Pa., make other Arrow 








To Retract Cha 


Hertz car rental corp. of Chi- 
cago and New York, accused last 
week by the Israel government 
tourist office of yielding to Arab 
boycott pressure, this week ap- 
parently was due for a clean bill 
of health, although its partner 
business, American Express, re- 
mains high on the list of yielding 
firms. 

Leon C. Greenebaum, chairman 
of the board of Hertz, told The 
POST and OPINION late Tues- 
day night that the Israel tourist 
office “within 24 to 48 hours” 
would make a public announce- 
ment that there “was no_sub- 
stance” to the original release, 
given to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency a week ago. J 

Greenebaum said not only did 
Hertz deny all the charges, but 
addeq that Hertz “is and has 
been willing to operate in Israel 
all along. 


“WE HAVE been blocked by 
failure to acqquire a license from 
the minister of transport,” 
Greenebaum told The POST. 
“Thus, we’re in the position of 
being accused of not wanting to 
do business in a country where 
we've applied for a license, and 
haven’t been able to get one.” 
He said that he had been in 
constant touch with Israel gov- 
ernment and tourist corporation 
officials, among them Victor 
Bennaholm in New York and 
Theodore Kolek in Israel, and 
that there was “no question” of 
Hertz’ willingness to operate in 
Israel. 

The charge against Hertz 
stemmed from the fact that 
Hertz owns 51 per cent and 
American Express Owns 49 per

This company was formed in 
December, 1957, Greenebaum 
noted, long after American Ex- 
press had closed its Israel office. 

GREENEBAUM and John Mc- 
Nulty of American Express both 
appeared on Barry Gray’s radio 
show in New York last week to 
answer charges by Rep Emman- 
uel Celler of New York that 
they had given in to the Arabs. 
Prior to Greenbaum’s appear- 
ance, a letter from Rep. Celler 
was read by Gray, which said 
Celler was satisfied the charges 
Lagainst Hertz were unfounded. 
Celler, however, continued to 
criticize American Express. 

McNULTY’S excuse was that 
American Express had closed 
their Israel office as “economi- 
cally unsound.” He said Amer- 
ican Express still operated tours 
to Israel, and maintained an 
agent there. He said this was 
the practice in some 40 coun- 
tries, where American Express 
had agents, and no office. He 
pointed out that the company 
ran its Holy Land business this 
way from 1900 to 1950, when it 
opened an office in Israel. He 
said six years had proved the 
operation unpractical. 
Greenebaum also said Hertz 
couldn’t possibly subscribe to 
an Arab boycott threat—‘we’re 
high on the boycott list our- 
selves.” 

The POST and OPINION

Hood. Adler notes that since 
B. F. Goodrich is a third-stage 
company from American Ex- 
press, perhaps it should not be 
considered in the investigation. 

Arabian-American Oil Co. is 
owned by Standard Oil of Cali- 
fornia, Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey, Texas Co. and Socony-Mobil. 

Socony-Mobil operates through- 
out the United States under its 
own name and that of its wholly 
owned Los Angeles affiliate, Gen- 
eral Petroleum. Both use the 
Mobil Flying Red Horse name 
and trademark. 

Texas Co. and its affiliates, 
McColl-Frontenac (Canadian and 
59.32 per cent owned) and Sea- 
board (32.31 per cent owned), 
operate in every state under the 
name of Texaco. 

Standard Oil of California, and 
its wholly owned affiliate, Stand- 
ard Oil of Texas, operate under 
the names of Standard, Chevron 
and Calso. 

Standard Oil of New Jersey 
owns 70 per cent of Imperial 
and 87 per cent of Humble Oil 
It owns 100 per cent of Esso,

WASHINGTON (NJP)—Waile 
it appears highly improbable 
that segregationist Admiral John 
G. Crommelin will win Ala- 
bama’s gubernatorial race, his 
anti- Negro, anti-Semitic litera- 
ture is being distributed outside 
his own state. 

The inflammatory literature 
has made appearances in inte- 
grationist California, too, re- 
ports columnist Drew Pearson 
in his daily pillar, “Washington 
Merry-Go-Round.” 

Pamphlets, according to Pear- 
son, read: “Safeguard the white 
race and Alabama’s_ security— 
elect a native Alabaman, life- 
long Democrat, Rear Admiral 
John G. Crommelin.”

One of Professor Prihar’s first 
tasks was to establish wire con- 
nections with correspondents all 
over the world. “We had to 
make sure that Jews and pro- 
Israeli countries everywhere 
knew what was happening here,” 
the gray-haired, smartly dressed 
electronics expert observed. 

SINCE COMING to the United 
States in 1956, after having 
served as communications head 
for five years, Dr. Prihar has 
revisited Israel many times. He 
often attends conferences with 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion, dur- 
ing which the two men discuss 
contemporary problems. 

The meetings bring back memes 
ories—not all of them pleasant. 
At one such conference in 1952, 
on air raid warning quickly 
terminated the talk. “We 
dropped to the floor just in 
time,” Dr. Prihar recalled with 
a shudder. “A bomb exploded 
about five feet away from us and 
three men were killed. But 
Ben-Gurion and I escaped with- 
out a scratch. I was frightened

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RABBI DEFENDS TOUR 
LIMITING JEWS 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (NJP)— 
DEFENSE OF the University of 
Kentucky’s projected tour of the 


‘Middle East—in which non-Jews 


will visit Israel and Arab coun- 
tries, while Jews will visit Is- 
rael only—was offered by Rabbi 
Joseph R. Rosenbloom of Temple 
Adath Israel here. 

The rabbi, who has served on 
the university faculty for the 
past two years, defended the uni- 
versity’s plan against the pro- 
test of Rabbi Herschel Levin of 
Flushing, N. Y., who declared 
that the university was tacitly 
agreeing to “treat . . . Jewish 
students as second-class citizens” 
on the tour (NJP, April 11). 

Rabbi Rosenbloom countered 
that “It is perhaps one of the 
tragedies of the Jewish sensitiv- 
ity that a program such as this, 
and the university with which it 
is connected, is condemned.” 

“FORTUNATELY, Rabbi Lev- 
in’s letter was the only negative 
one which we received,” he de- 
clared. Rabbi Rosenbloom cited 
complimentary letters on the 
project from Arthur Gilbert of 
the New York office of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith, Rabbi Sidney Jacobs of 
Niles Township Jewish Congre- 
gation, Skokie, Ill., and Rabbi 
Jerome Unger, executive direc- 
tor of the American Zionist 
Council. 

He also cited ‘‘the positive and 
progressive program which the 
University of Kentucky is fos- 
tering in the area of Hebrew 
culture and civilization.” 

“As part of the curriculum 
offered by the department of an- 
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cient languages and literature 
are courses in modern and clas- 
sical Hebrew, Hebrew civiliza- 
tion, the Dead Sea scrolls, rab- 
binic literature, Aramaic, Ara- 
bic, Koran and Middle Eastern 
studies.”

existed for many Jews between 
practicing Judaism and _ partici- 
pating in the main stream of 
American life has been muted.” 

The article says that Jews 
had neglected religious observ- 
ance for the past two genera- 
tions and put “their faith in so- 
cial idealism.” But Hitler and 
Communist persecution have led 
to a re-evaluation of religion’s 
importance for American Jews, 
the article says. 

A number of statements are 
made about Zionism: 

“Zionism, having accomplish- 
ed its primary purpose, has lost 
both its passionate militancy 
and its partisan antagonism. 

“Today, Israel excites most 
United States Jews for what it 
may become, and for what it 
may contribute to total Jewish 
culture. .. . Other Jews are less , 
sanguine; they wish Israel well, 
but expect it to develop a na- 
tional existence independent of 
American Jewish relations.” 

The article also asserts that 
Jews “have had more real free- 
dom in the United States’ than 
they have ever had in any other 
country where they lived as a 
minority social-religious group” 
and that the United States “has 
benefited perhaps more from the 
productivity of its Jewish citi- 
zens than has any other nation.”

Integration ‘Formula’ Offered 
By Jewish Home Builder

ST. PAUL, Minn. (NJP)— 
One-third Negro, two-thirds 
white—that is the formula for a 
successful policy of housing in- 
tegration, reported Philadelphia 
housing development builder 
Morris Milgram in Minneapolis 
Sunday when he presented the 
fifth annual Sidney Hillman me- 
morial lecture. 

MILGRAM, A pioneer in open 
occupancy, pointed out that “con- 
trolled” occupancy is necessary 
in such an open development 
because “otherwise, with the 
heavy pressure of the Negro 
market, it would become a 
ghetto.” 

The United States government 
is a partner to Jim Crow, the 
young builder charged, because 
“It grants FHA insurance on 
new homes where unwritten con- 
venant stipulate segregation.” 
Voos? 

Milgram said housing inte- 
gration actually is greater below 
the Mason-Dixon line 
the north. 

“A NEW generation is grow- 
ing up in the north which meets 
no Negroes on an equal basis. 
This was not so 50 or 60 years 
ago,” Milgram asserted. 

In his talk, Milgram described 
his success in Philadelphia, with 


two “controlled open occupancy” | 
developments he has built. He | 


himself lives in one of them— 
Concord Park, a 139-house 
project gccupied by both Negroes 
and whites. 

Persuading whites to move into 
Concord Park when it opened 
three years ago was not easy at 
first, Milgram admitted, but 
now all activities there are inter- 


racial—the child care center, 
baby-sitting co-op and recreation 
committee, and residents “get 
along fine unless someone’s dog 
barks too loudly at night. 

“OPEN OCCUPANCY kas be- 
‘come practical,” Midgram 
claimed. “The movement for in- 
tegrated housing is growing. The 
builder ang the lender can make 
money with it.” 

The Hillman lecture series is 
a memorial to the late founder 
and first president of Amal- 
gamated~ Clothing Workers of 
America, who was one of the 
founders of the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations. 

Both Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
where Milgram met extensively 
with housing authority leaders, 
NAACP groups, and the state’s 
interim commission on housing, 
during his three-day visit, have 
had tentative open occupancy 
rulings shelved in the past few 
months.

Ben-Ami’s part is unworthy of 
his talents, but, as a member in 
good standing of the histrionic 
school of acting, he puts more 
meaning into it than do some 
of his confreres into their roles. 
Of course, Ben-Ami_ deserves 
better than this. He has acres 
of tradition and theater knowl- 
edge in back of him, and if his 
brand of acting is not everyone’s 
cup of tea, it still is ripe with an 
impact we seldom see nowadays. 

As for the play, its early wit- 
ticism as conceived here is no 
preparation for its later drama. 
Both are separately fine, but 
together hinge poorly. The writ- 
ing itself is not all of a piece, 
and the direction by Herbert 
Berghof draws upon bits of 
business and Miss Havoc’s tal- 
ents as a comedienne to create 
an impression of whimsy where 
there is none.

Rabbi Levin Urges

Middle West last week to be able to rent a car other than 
Hertz, both at the airport at Kalamazoo, Mich., and Lam- 
bert Field in St. Louis. 

We long ago stopped using our Shell gasoline card, 
although we’d been a steady customer for a period of years, 
good for about $40 worth of gasoline and oil a month. 

As we can, we shall stop purchases of any kind from 
firms which have yielded to the Arab demands that they 
join the Israel boycott. 

WE RECALL when there were fears expressed when 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise called for a boycott of Nazi goods. 
Many Jews, fearful that the non-Jews would look askance 
at them if they participated in a boycott, continued to buy 
and even sell German goods. We remember some large 
Jewish department stores that fell into this category. 

But time proved that the Jew must use every legiti- 
mate weapon at his command, as long as his action is hon- 
orable and ethical. In the long run it could not have been 
otherwise than that those Jews who took a firm stand for 
a boycott were the true leaders of the Jewish community. 

NOW ANOTHER situation confronts the United States 
Jewish group. 

A ring of Arab nations has sought to isolate Israel 
economically and thus bring the new Jewish state to her 
knees, something the Arabs were unable to achieve on the 
battlefield. That this will not come to pass, we are con- 
vinced, but we also believe that plain decency dictates that 
as Jews we protest in every way we can. 

One of these ways is to make it too costly for those 
firms which have yielded to Arab blackmail. 

That one of these has been the United States govern- 
ment, too, does not alter the situation, although it may 
call for more courage by American Jews. 

Every American Jew owes it to his own self-respect 
to learn the names of those companies in the United States 
which have played the accomplice role in this blackmail 
plot. 

THE IMMORALITY of these firms is quite evident. 
Israel is a democracy. The Arab states which seek to de- 
stroy Israel are a hodge podge of dictatorships to oli- 
garchies and worse. Israel seeks a just peace, the Arabs 
are intransigent. 

What would happen to American firms, or for that 
matter the United States, if they stood up to the Arab 
boycott demands—exactly nothing. We are convinced of 
this now more than ever before. A blackmailer is hardly 
a courageous fellow. In the showdown, he will run. 

But the duty of every American Jew is clear. For 
every product sold by one of the firms who have yielded 
to the boycott against Israel, there are numerous competi- 
tors purveying products of equal if not superior quality. 
Let those companies whose lack of morality was never 
shown more clearly than in this instance suffer the con- 
sequences of their debased actions. 


BROKEN RECORD 


THE ACCUSATION hurled by Rabbi Morris Lieber- 
man (NJP, April 25) against our national Jewish agencies 
and their leadership recalls the years prior to the estab- 
lishment of the National Community Relations advisory 
council, which was set up to bring some kind of order out 
of the chaos and competition between most of our na- 
tional Jewish organizations, especially those in the civie 
defense field. 

The NCRAC itself was a compromise, and as time has 
shown, some of the agencies joined it only in order to 
weather public opinion in the American Jewish community. 
These withdrew within a relatively short time. 

“NONE OF THE rationalizations put forward in the 
name of organizational sovereignty or organizational phil- 
osophy is sufficient to conceal the fact that the overwhelm- 
ingly larger part of the work of all the defense agencies is 
the same and could be performed with equal satisfaction 
by any of them.” These are Rabbi Lieberman’s words, 
spoken before the convention of the National Jewish Wel- 
fare Board. 

The cry that civic defense work would be harmed by 
regimentation never convinced the leadership of the 
American Jewish community. The organizations in the 
NCRAC are not bound by the decisions of the body, and 
none has suffered even the slightest loss of independence. 

IN SOME critical situations—one is the activity of the 
Jewish groups in the integration issue—there has been no 
co-ordination between the ADL and the AJCommittee on 
the one hand, and the large bulk of national Jewish or- 
ganizations who are members of the NCRAC on the other. 
This is dangerous. This is senseless. 

In other words, the fate of the Jewish community is 
not hardly as important to some national Jewish organiza- 
tions as their own so-called right to do as they please. This 
kind of irresponsibility obviously will not continue forever, 
and it is a good thing that from time to time this serious 
condition is brought to the attention of the Jewish public. 
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THIS CHAIR seems to be turning into a 
“My Week” version of the popular “My Day” 
column by Eleanor Roosevelt. We presume 
this approach to a column can be as inter- 
esting as any other, so we’ve brought you 
accounts of the people we’ve met and the 
places we've seen. 

It was our good fortune to be the guest 
of Adolf Kiesler in Denver last week. This 
was’ a rare combination—outstanding philan- 
thropist and fine Jewish community. 

We called Adolf from the office of Rabbi 
Gershon Hadas, an old-time friend in Kansas 
City, and six hours and 600 miles later, Adolf 
and my colleague Bob Gamzey, whose Inter- 
mountain Jewish News is far and away the 
brightest Anglo-Jewish paper of them ll, 
were at the airport to welcome us. 

Denver’s start as a community came as 
a result of its 5,000-foot elevation in the foot- 
hills of the Rockies. It was this elevation 
which made it a mecca for TB cases, and es- 
pecially for those from New York, where be- 
cause of the sweat shops of those days, TB 
was a widespread dread disease. 

TODAY DENVER has a large Jewish 
population, much larger than its off-the-beat- 
en-path location would have warranted, be- 
cause of this benign climate, and in almost 
any Jewish family which has been in the in- 
termountain metropolis for any length of 
time, at least one of the parents, if not both, 
was treated at one of the Jewish hospitals 
which were established as TB sanatoriums. 

These hospitals continued to be national 
in scope and are branching into other areas 
o ftreating human afflictions, because TB 
cases are and have been dwindling. This is 
partly, of course, due to the advances pio- 
neered in these Denver Jewish hospitals. 

WE WANTED to describe to you Adolf 
Kiesler and try to picture to you the kind of 
man he is, because he is an odd-ball as they 
will tell you on the campus, a mixture of 
motivations, some often conflicting, which 


make him loved by many and avoided by 
others, 

This year his gift to the local Uniteg 
Jewish Appeal drive in Denver was $175,000, 
Very likely his gift to all causes—not alone 
Jewish—in any one year, must be well over 
$250,000. 

This certainly makes him one of the 10 
or 15 most charitable Jewish men in the 
United States, and if you therefore conclude 
that he must be terrifically wealthy, you 
would be wrong. Poor he isn’t, but there 
must be 5,000 to 10,000 Jewish men in the 
United States whose income far exceeds that 
of Adolf’s. 


ADOLF IS IN the metal alloy business, 
and some of the largest manufacturers in the 
United States are his customers. He speaks 
with a heavy accent, but his vocabulary is 
extensive, not very mucl different from that 
of the average college professor, except that 
Adolf mispronounces words. Naive comes 
out as knave. 

As well-read as any person We've ever 
met, Adolf devours publications of all kinds, 
and is an incessant reader with a memory 
that is hard to excel, plus a profundity which 
could easily be overlooked, because the nat- 
ural tendency is to dismiss as not deep one 
who has an accent which clearly marks him 
as not a native. é 

When you take a man like Adolf, who is 
as thoroughly Jewish as they come, and plop 
him down in a community like Denver, then 
that community cannot help but be a reflec- 
tion in some significant part of the man. For 
Adolf likes to rule, and in his prime—he will 
be 78 years old soon and wore me out with 
his sightseeing and discussions — he must 
have brooked little interference. Today, 
Adolf calls the shots in many areas, and even 
to some extent on the national scene, but 
time must have taken its toll, and at a na- 
tional UJA convention or a Bond conference 
Adolf is likely to be a little lonely, we suspect.

KEDOSHIM: 


The Golden Rule— 
Not as Simple as It Sounds

Next to “doing charity is my religion,” 
the most common substitute offered for or- 
ganized religion is the Golden Rule, It is 
sometimes put this way: “If everybody lived 
by the Golden Rule, we wouldn’t need re- 
ligion.” And there is often the further im- 
plication that religious or- 
ganizers deliberately detour 
the Golden Rule, as a high- 
pressure salesman _ avoids 
reference to the simple, low 
upkeep stuff in his pitch for 
the ornamental, high-prem- 
ium item. 

THE FACT IS that 
Judaism has never permitted 
any invidious distinction be- 
Rabbi Weinstein tween ethics and religion. 
Ethics was the very soul of religion and it 
is no accident that the Golden Rule appears 
in the holiness code and is considered a twin 
peak to the majestic first line of that code: 
“Be ye holy, for I, the Lord your God, am 
holy.” Love of our fellow man in its highest 
reaches is possible only in a context wherein 
man is part of God’s holiness. 


Only in that context is love redeemed 
from the ego imperialism which often rides 
it, the sentimental word worship which 
cheapens it, the masochistic self-immolation 
which debases it, the sex hunger which doubles 
for it. Only in the context of holiness can love 
become that merging and fusing and inter- 
acting by which the lover and the beloved 
both lose and find themselves, are both broken 
down into more malleable and porous beings 
and reformed into firmer and more enlarged 
individuals. In this context the invasion of 
the beloved by the lover creates the surrender 
which is not defeat, the sublimation which 
exalts more than it reduces. 


IT IS INDEED akin to that mystery of 
the twice-born when one truly finds oneself 
only when one surrenders to a power not 
himself. No wonder Erich Fromm calls love, 
in the Hebrew sense of ahava, the only pas- 
sion capable of serving as an antidote to the 
growing alienation of man from man, man 
from his world, and man from himself. To 
love one’s neighbor as oneself is not so easily 





accomplished as those who bandy the Golden 
Rule imagine. Hillel thought it beyond the 
reach of the average Jew of his time. 

He therefore suggested a more encom- 
passable goal: “That which is hateful to 
thee, do not to thy neighbor.” It is obviously 
easier to define that which is hateful to one 
than to break down the ego aggressions so 
completely as to merge one’s identity with 
another. The rabbis, I have the feeling, were 
not altogether convinced that the sublima- 
tion of the ego except in marriage was alto- 
gether wholesome. This softening of the ego 
aggressions might permanently damage one’s 
ambition and keep him from making a living 
and building a home. Only those who con- 
sidered this world as an unhappy vestibule, 
to the world to come; only those who were 
certain that He who sent the ravens to Elija 
and arrayed the lilies in Solomon’s splendor 
would pick up the tab for the family sup- 
port, were ready to submerge the ego in the 
communal love of all believers. 


THE TOUGH-MINDED Hillel, and the 
Pharisees with him, maintained that the true 
art of life consisted in a workable balance 
between the needs of self and the obligation 
to the community: “If I am not for myself, 
who will be? But if I am only for myself, 
what do I amount to?” Even this less heroic 
version of the Golden Rule could not stand 
by itself, self-sufficient unto itself, There was 
the question of “neighbor.” Was a neighbor 
a fellow Jew, a fellow townsman, a fellow 
Pharisee, or was he just any fellow God 
breathed the breath of life in? No wonder 
Hillel added to his modified versiotr of the 
Golden Rule the further admonition: “The 
rest is commentary; go and learn!” 

And it is in this constant study and prac- 
tice that we may come closer to the twin 
peaks of the Holiness Code: “Be ye holy” 
and “Love thy neighbor as thyself.” These 
goals will never be attained, but it is the 
nature of the life of the spirit that the goal 
must ever be beyond the reach. God is not 
served by those who reduce the ideal to the 
practical, nor by those who despise the prac 
tical because it is not the ideal. He is served 
best by those who revere the ideal by helping 





their fellow men attain it in the measure 0 
their capacities. 
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Conservative Kashrut Ruling 


Like Quack’s 


°A MEDICAL authority once 
said to me, “Rabbi, when a ‘doc- 
tor’ prescribes ‘an aspirin’ as 
a cure all and solution for every 
kind of headache, you are dealing 
with a quack.” 

Y was reminded of this when 
reading “An official ruling” con- 
cerning eating fish in non-Jew- 
jsh eating places in a local Anglo- 
Jewish periodical. It offers a 
planket cure for a kashrut prob- 
Jem, which is not a solution but 
a desecration. 

It is unreal to expect every- 
one who eats fish in a trefe 
eatiing place to first make cer- 
tain that he is not getting non- 
kosher fish (how many of us 
know which fish are not kosher?) 
and that there are “no unko- 
sher ingredients used in prepar- 
ation.” 

EVERY KOSHER ffish does 
not remain kosher when boiled 
in a trefe pot nor when fried 
in a trefe pan. If grilled, the 
grill must first be made kosher. 
And what of the auxiliary uten- 
sils used in the preparation of 
the fish? Fish is usually served

while still hot in trefe plates 
and is then eaten with trefe 
silverware. All this is in violence 
of kashrut requirements. 

It appears to me that — de- 
spite any statement to the con- 
trary — any sensible Jew will 
agree that food is either kosher 
or trefe, regardless of the exis- 
tence of “comparable facilities 
in the city.” The Talmud con- 
demns one who uses such an 
argument to gratify his appetite 
as a “mummar,” an _ apostate 
(See -Avoda Zara 26b). 

Our people have suffered 
countless inconveniences, have 
even given their lives, that they 
might live by the halaha. The 
halaha is amply clear for those 
who inquire into matters con- 
cerning kashrut, The term “in- 
terpretation” dare not be mis- 
used to justify an out-and-out 
denial of perfectly clear law. 
No Jew should accept any such 
“Conservative inteypretation of 
halaha.”

@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
LAST JANUARY you printed 


an article in which Rabbi Ira 
Eisenstein suggested that pros- 
elytizing might be the “shot in 
the arm” necessary for survival 
purpose. I answered this article 
immediately but never mailed it. 
Since then, you have printed 
many replies, replies which have 
given me courage to send my 
comments in.

Weinstein Rated Formidable, 


But a Hereti 
ut a Reretic,

I HAD not previously engaged 
myself in the controversy over 
Rabbi Weinstein’s weekly com- 
ments because his thinking rep- 
resented nothing uncommon 
amongst liberal rabbis with 
whose thinking I have some 
familiarity. Because of his un- 
canny literary gift, Rabbi Wein- 
stein represents a more formid- 
able advisary, but, nonethe- 
less his thinking is similar to 
that of his colleagues in the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis (Reform). His heresy 
lies not in his frequent refer- 
ences to statements of Jesus 
and Paul but to the substance 
of his comments. 


What does prompt me to 
write you is his most recent 
“answer to my critics” which 
is replete in inaccuracies and 
deliberate perversion of facts. 
When Rabbi Weinstein says 
“revelation is not a closed pro- 
cess; it is as open and ongoing 
as human intelligence” he ob- 
scures the fact, that what he 
regards as revelation is not the 
divinely communicated word of 
G-d — revelation, in its literal 
sense — but psychological in- 
sights into human nature or 
scientific discoveries of the na- 
tural process. This is hardly a 
mere deviation from “the pre- 
vailing tenor of traditional in- 
terpretations.” It is, from the 
traditional viewpoint, blasphemy. 


“THE DAY the Bible ceases 
to evoke new insights and mean- 
ings from its readers it will be- 
come a_ petrifieq literary ar- 
chive,” Rabbi Weinstein contin- 
ues, implying that the Orthodox 
are those who refuse to allow 
new insights to emanate from 
bibical interpretation. Yet, I am 
sure that Rabbi Weinstein is well 
aware that we, of the Orthodox 
persuasion, are those who have 
in each.generation enriched bib- 
ical literature with a multitude 
of new volumes each adding a 
new insight. What other group 
can boast of such an abundant 
and diversified literature as the 
Orthodox?

as fresh as the day.it was re- 
vealed at Sinai. Our differences 
with Rabbi Weinstein is that 
we regard the Bible as intrinsi- 
cally viable and dynamically ap- 
plicable to every new situation, 
so that our new insights sprout 
forth even as we remain “an- 
chored in our hallowed tradi- 
tional interpretations, 


FOR RABBI Weinstein to be 
oblivious of this fact would leave 
us dubious of the scholastic re- 
pute which he is said to enjoy. 
His wilful concealment of this 
fact, on the other hand, would 
cast aspersions on the high ethi- 
cal standards which he purports 
to personify. 

From the intellectual stand- 
point, his most offensive re- 
marks is “G-d help us if Judaism 
ever becomes shrunk ard fixed 
to the rigid patterns of the Agu- 
da or Neturei Karta.” A child 
in the cradle knows, as does 
Rabbi Weinstein, that the view- 
points of the Aguda, Neturei 
Karta, or for that matter, the 
Religious Zionists, are not in 
the least germane to the issue 
zt hand, Bibical interpretations 
or what is commonly called 
“Bibical Criticism.” Neither of 
these groups’ philosophies have 
anything to do with our differ- 
ences over the concept of revela- 
tion or the sanctity of the Bible. 


Indeed, Rabbi Weinstein should 
be accorded every right to ex- 
press his views. We have only 
one qualification or condition, 
that he express his views in 
complete consonance with the 
spirit of intellectual honesty. 
The Bible, long ago, has given 
him this choice: “See, I have 
set before thee this day life and 
good, and death and evil... 
therefore choose life’ (Deuter- 
onomy 30:15-19). Let Rabbi 
Weinstein give full vent to his 
opinions but let him not dis- 
tort, misconstrue, or pervert the 
facts. It is his choice to state 
his heresv in unequivocal terms,

Israel Swim Pool Riot Mixup Brings Apology 


By AMOS BEN VERED 

JERUSALEM (NJP)—tThe ar- 
rest by Jerusalem police of 
2abbi Solomon Reichman, chair- 
man of the executive board of 
Orthodox Rabbis of the U. S. 
and Canada (NJP, April 18), 
for allegedly taking part in an 
illegal rally by the fanatic Ultra- 
Orthodox Naturei Karta sect 
was “a tragic mistake,” accord- 
ing to the minister of police, 
Rabbi Reichman told this cor- 
respondent. 

The minister of police, B. S. 
Shitrit, invited Rabbi Reichman 
to his hotel suite in Jerusalem, 
after the rabbi had circulated a 
letter among cabinet ministers 
protesting the arrest of himself 
and his son, as well as “degrad- 
ing police methods” in general. 


RABBI REICHMAN had been 
an innocent bystander to the 
rally, he explained. He had 
heard of Naturei Karta demon- 
strations against the swimming 
pool constructed in the capital, 
where mixed bathing is to be 
permitted. So he had asked his 
son, Rabbi Raphael Reichman, 
24, to show him such a rally. The 
younger Rabbi Reichman has 
been a resident of Israel for the 
past three years. 

The elder Rabbi Reichman 
had, of course, no intention to 
take part in the rally. He is 4 
leading member of the Bonds 
“cabinet,” a lifelong contribu- 
tor to the UJA and JNF. His 
wife is one of the few recipients 
of a golden bracelet from Bonds, 
indicating she had raised at 
least $30,000 for Israel. This is 
Rabbi Reichman’s 10th visit to 
Israel since its establishment 
He is here to take part in the 
10th anniversary celebrations at 
the invitation of the 
ment, 


“MY SON and I stood and 
watched the rally from afar, 


several tens of yards away,” 


Rabbi Reichman said. “We were | 


already on our way home when 
we saw a crowd 
backed up against a wall, so as 
not to be identified with those 
who ran. 

“Suddenly my son saw a police-

man hitting a woman with a 
club. He cried out, ran toward 
the policeman and asked him in 
English—Why are you hitting 
a woman? The chief of Jeru- 
salem police, Deputy Commis- 
sioner Wilk, saw this. He im- 
mediately shouted for my son 
to be arrested, and four police- 
men grabbed him and took him 
away, beating him all the time 
with their clubs.” 


THIS ROUSED the fatherly 
feelings of Rabbi Reichman, he 
said, and he started running 
after the policemen who were 
dragging his son toward the 
pelice wagon. He kept shouting: 
“Mr, Wilk, why have you taken 
my son? He has done nothing.” 


But instead of answering, Mr. 
Wilk shouted at him in English, 
that he was interfering with his 
work, and gave the order for his 
arrest, too. Immediately a police- 
man came up to him, twisted his 
arm painfully behind his back 
and walked him to the police 
wagon. 

His son was taken to the police 
station in another wagon, Ac- 
cording to his story, he was 
clubbed severely on the way.

Reichman identified himself, and 
asked to talk to the Minister for 
religious affairs, Moshe Shapiro. 
He was permitted to do so. But 
the call did not get him better 
treatment, 

He was stripped of his be- 
longings, including tie and 
braces, and shut into a room 
without chairs or benches. Mr. 
Wilk would not allow him to 
send for medicine he has to 
take twice daily. 

His son was kept overnight. 
The rabbi himself was released 
after little more than half an 
hour, and told that his arrest 
had all been a mistake. He was 
not asked to appear before a 
court, 

After the government decided 
last Sunday, on the basis of his 
letter, to charge the minister of 
police with an investigation of 
the matter, Rabbi Reichman was 
asked to see him. The Rabbi told 
him, he said, of his shock at 
the brutal and degrading police 
methods. Mr. Shitrit said he was 
completing the investigation, 
and that the guilty would answer 
for their deed, “no matter how 
high their ranks.”
